It  is  a medium  bronze  issued  by  Shimeon 
Bar  Kochba  in  the  first  year  of  the  Second  Revolt  (132/133  AD), 
It  is  rare  and  unlisted  in  the  Handbook  of  Biblical  Numis- 
matics; its  current  value  in  the  grade  shown  is  about  $750, 
Featured  is  a large  lyre  surrounded  by  the  ancient  Hebrew 
inscription  "First  Year  of  the  Redemption  of  Israel," 

Shown  on  the  other  side  is  a palm  branch  within  a wreath; 
around  is  "Simon  Prince  (Nasi)  of  Israel,"

Antigonus  lYlattathias  barely  held  on  to  the  Judaean  throne  for  a brief 
three  year  period  (40-37  BC ) until  he  was  overthrown  by  Herod  the  Great,  who 
was  backed  by  Rome,  lUe  offer  all  three  of  the  scarce  bronze  denominations 
issued  by  this  beleaguered  Jewish  ruler.

FOUR  RARITIES  OF  THE  FIRST  REVOLT  (66-70  AD) 


The  Jewish  UJar  marked  the  first  time  that  one  of  the  nations  subjugated 
by  Rome  fought  against  its  powerful  master.  The  tiny  Jewish  nation  fought 
bravely  for  over  four  years  but  its  defeat  was  inevitable  against  the  Roman 
legions.  The  revolution  did  give  the  Jews  their  first  opportunity  to  strike 
silver  coins  - the  famous  Shekels  and  Half  Shekels  - using  the  silver  (from 
melted  Shekels  of  Tyre)  in  the  Temple  Treasury,  But  by  the  fourth  year  of 
the  war  that  silver  stock  was  all  but  gone  and  an  emergency  issue  of  bronze 
fractions  of  a shekel  were  issued.  These  coins  are  all  that  remain  as 
silent  witnesses  for  a people's  struggle  for  freedom  of  religion. 


Coin  22-11  RARE  YEAR  ONE  HALF  SHEKEL 

Struck  in  the  first  year  of  the  revolt  (66/67  AD), 
The  chalice  has  a different  shape  than  subsequent  issues, 
Hebrew  inscription  reads  "Jerusalem  is  Holy”  rather  than 
the  "Jerusalem  the  Holy"  which  was  uTed  in  the  following 
years.  Only  31  specimens  were  known  to  Kadman,  All 
Half  Shekels  are  rarer  than  the  Shekels  of  the  same  year,

Coin  22-13  EIGHTH  (?)  SHEKEL 


No  denomination  indicated,  but  nicknamed  '’Bronze 
Shekel"  because  of  its  resemblence  to  the  silver  coin. 
One  of  the  first  coins  to  carry  the  name  of  "Zion"  in 
ancient  Hebrew.  Features  chalice  on  one  side,  lulav 
and  ethrog  on  the  other.  lUacks  76.

Reverse 
shows  helmeted  Athena  standing  on  a galley,  with  an 
owl  on  the  prow.  She  holds  a javelin  in  her  right  hand 
and  a shield  in  the  left.  A trophy  is  behind  her.

Coin  22-18  SPECTACULAR  COnfllflEdflORATIVE 

FROIKl  "COUNTRY  OF  THE  GADARENES" 

Gadara  was  situated  southeast  of  Lake 
Kinneret.  Rebuilt  by  Pompey,  it  was  given  to 
Herod  the  Great.  "The  country/  of  the  Gadarenes"' 
(IDatthew  8:28,  Luke  8:26)  was  the  site  where 
Jesus  transferred  the  demons  afflicting  a man 
to  a number  of  swine. 

This  spectacular  "medallion"  was  issued  in  bronze  by  the  Roman  Emperor 
Commodus  in  179/180  AD.  The  name  of  the  city  appears  above  the  massive  galley, 
with  human  figures  fore  and  aft.  An  extremely  rare  Holy  Land  item  that 
realized  8400  Swiss  Francs  (then  equivalent  to  $2000)  in  the  Sternberg  Sale 
in  Switzerland,  November  1976.  An  exciting  and  handsome  museum-quality  piece 
that  would  be  impossible  to  duplicate!
